As tho HERALD-ifi the representative 


and leading petroleum journal of the coun- 
try, I presume upon the interest felt by 
you in all that pertains to the same, so far 
as to send you a brief account of a visit to 
tho burning and gaa wells of Sandy dur- 
ing the past week. 


The "Burning "Well," as it is called, is 


located in Pine Grove township, Venango 
county, between main Sandy Creek and 
the branches of same.
